Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-29 and 31-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's remarks 
filed 10/14/03 have been considered and are persuasive. It is agreed that the prior art fails to 
teach or make obvious a dispersion compensating optical fiber having a segmented core with the 
claimed radii R_l and R_2 in combination with the claimed total dispersion and dispersion slope 
at 1595nm required in claims 1 and 32. The remaining claims are allowable by virtue of their 
dependency.
